SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the 18th August. The P, 
and QO. mail from London July 12 arrived out on the 23rd August. 
The following summary of news is from the North China 
Herald :— 

We have to acknowledge receipt of the Customs Gazette for the 

uarter ending March. The number is devoted to the publica- 
tion of medical reports from the various Customs’ medical officers, 
for the half-year from October 1871 to March 1872. 

There was a parade of the Volunteer corps on the 19th Aug., 
which was a great success. Ail arms were well represented, 
about 180 men being out, made up of 130 Riflemen and 60 equally 
divided between Rangers and Artillery. The route chosen was 
the Yangtsepoo-road, as far as Mr. Meller’s new residence, known 
as Dow’s godowns, which formed the rendezvous after the fight. 
No. 2 company, with one gun, starting in advance of the main 
body, sustained their attack below the Kinwinsing godowns, re- 
treating gradually before the strong combination of Miholoon ga, 
Artillery, Rangers, and Nos. 1 and 3 Rifle companies, till the ren- 
dezvous was reached. 

We observe, by an announcement posted in the shipping office 
of H.B.M. Consulate, that the Board of Trade have, in response 
to representations made, we believe, from that office, extended 
the senmen’s money order system to the open ports of China and 
Japan. As most of our readers are aware, seamen receive their 
wages at the Consulate, and the object of the system is to induce 
them, before they can leave the office and encounter temptations 
which may lead to their squandering accumulations: of pay, to 
send home a portion for the use of their families or their own 
ultimate benefit. Money orders are granted on most of the prin-. 
cipal places in the United Kingdom, ata charge of 3d. per £1. We 
notice that the list of ports in China includes Taku, but omits 
Pagoda Anchorage and Whampes, where the amount of shipping 
renders the extension of the privilege equally desirable. 

Our Chefoo correspondent, writing on the 17th August, says :— 
A Corean junk, containing six sailors, was picked up by a vessel 
and brought here. The Coreans were on arrival sent to the Bri- 
tish Consul, who sent them on to the Taoutai; he latter imme- 
diately forwarded them to Fo-san-hsien, to put them out of reach 
of foreign curiosity, and they have since gone on to Peking. It 
fs much to be regretted that the French Catholic missionaries 
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from Corea, who are now here waiting for an occasion to again | 


enter that country, had no opportunity afforded them of com- , 
municating with the shipwrecked Coreans, as hy their knowledge | 


of the language they might have got some information as to what 
is now dving there. One of the missionaries did go to the yamen 
to try and see the poor Coreans, but he was told they had left. 
Our Taoutai is probably desirous of avoiding a casus belli with 
Corea, lest be should place his Imperial master in the same posi- 
tion as the Mikado of Japan. 

A little excitement was caused on the Bund some nights since 
by the appearance of a runaway carriage and pair. The frigh- 
tened ponies tore along the Bund by the river side at a furious 
rate, there being no one in the carriage to check or guide them. 
From the Canton road to Augustine Heard’s they kept a very 


straight course, then swerving, they passed between the trees, and | 


upset the carriage on the foreshore, when they were sccured. 
Fortunately, almost no damage was done; but the incident re- 
calls the necessity for requiring that ponies being driven for 
training, as we understand these were, should not be brought 
into the settlement. They should be trained on outside roads, 
and, if possible, in the morning. Carriage accidents are getting 
unpleasantly frequent. 
The following items are from the Courier :— 


A charge of the theft of a bale of silk from the godown of Mr. 
Aug, H. Maertens has been disposed of at the Mixed Court, and 
resulted in the conviction of an individual who would ordinarily 
be considered above suspicion. ‘The compradore, when questioned 
as to his whereabouts on the night of the theft, said that he re- 
turned to his quarters at the hong at the virtuous hour of ten, 
and went to bed for the night. The watchman, an old rustic, who, 
during a two days’ absence of his son, who was the hong watchman, 
did duty for him, told a very different story. The compradore, he 
said, came to the hong about ten, but went outagain about eleven, 
and in an hour or so returned with two men who went inside 
with him. Some time afterwards he again left the hong by the 

te, accompanied by the two men who carried a white box. 

he compradore did not finally return till two or three in the 
morning. The Court held that the theft had been brought home 
with sufficient clearness to the compradore, and sentenced him to 
pay the value of tho silk! Unless we are to suppose that the 
compradore’s employer, from compassionate motives, or from a 
wish to retain without interruption the services of the man, 
entered a plea of nolle prosequi on his behalf, we are utterly at a 
loss to understand a sentence which reduces Mixed Court justice 
to a farce. Few forms of larceny could be more aggravated 
than that of which this responsible servant was convicted. 

We learn that the catalogue of the books, maps, manuscripts, 
plans, drawings, rubbings, curios and specimens of natural science 
and of Eastern Art which combine to make up the Asiatic Society 
Library and Museum and the Wylie Library, is now in course of 
being printed, and may be expecied to be completed before the 
Society commences active operations for the winter. The accom- 

lishment of this object and the throwing open of a reading room 
‘ where the rich accumulations of Oriental Icarning belonging to 
- the Socicty may be examined by the members and the public, will 
do more to popularise and establish the Society than almost any 
other expedient ; and both the Society and the public will owe 
the librarian a heavy debt of gratitude for his arduous labours. 
It is also gratifying to learn that the volume of the Society’s 
Transactions for 1871 is iu the press. 

It is understood that another special meting of the ratepayers 
will be called in September, at which the two chief subjects of 
discussion will be a final proposal from the bridge proprictors and 
the reconsideration of the diseased meat byc-law, which is every- 
where condemned. Meanwhile the contractors are energetically 
pushing on the construction of the free Ferry. 





: HONG KONG. 
Our advices by this mail cxtend to 3lst Aug.; the French 


mail from London 19th July arrived out on the 28th August. 
The following items of intelligence are taken from the Overiand 
China Mail :— 


Although the demands which M. Geoffroy is instructed to make 
on behalf of France are not generally known, it may be interesting 
to note the programme Jaid down by M.de Rochecaouart in a 
letter addressed by him to Mr. Low and afterwards published in 
the last U.S. Blue-book, The late Minister says :— 

“I place the solution of the question of audience with the 
Emperor first, and the arranging a treaty of etiquette regulating 
the detail of our official life in a manner honourable to our Go- 
vernments and to ourselves. 

“2nd. I demand that we shall have the right to place salaried 
Consuls wherever we judge proper, and that those cities where 
Consuls reside shall also be opened to foreign trade. 

“3rd. I demand the right to navigate with steamers all water 
courses which will float a vessel drawing at least ten feet. 

“4th. I demand that a mixed code shall be adopted by which 
commercial and civil cases, and even criminal, too, which may 
arise betwee: the French an Chinese, shall be judged. 

‘5th. Lastly, I demand that some change shall be made ia the 
application of the tonnage dues, It would. be well if the manage- 
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ment of these revenues were intrusted tu 9 mixed eommission» 
as is the case almost everywhere else in the Kast.” 

The foregoing agrees almost entirely with what we learn from 
trustworthy sources is the gencral tenour of what M. Geoffroy wil} 











endeavour to obtain, though, if rightly informed, we believe that~ ~ 
' the last has not yet been heard of the Tientsin affair. 


We learn from Fatshan that the inhabitants are petitioning the 
Government to have the water approaches to that commercial 
mart dredged. The sands esrricd down by the floods is constantly 
filling up the river, so that in many places it is difficult even for 
light craft to move, and the petitioners urge that the last time 
the river was dredged was thirty years ago, and that they are pre- 
pared to subscribe among themselves to pay the expenses of the 
dredging. What they want is the permission from the Govern- 
ment. The last dredging was conducted in the same way, at 
which time the amonnt of subscription raised was upwards of 
27,000 taels. 

His Excellency the Governor visited the Chinese Exhibition on 
the 22nd. The Press, by the way, states that an affigy (should it 
not be affiyee) of the Captain Superintendent of Police forms a 
prominent object among the articles exhibited. It does not state 
if joss stick is burned before it; but should that idea not have 
occurred to its owner, he might drive a profitable trade by taking 
the hint we hereby give him. 

We learn that Mr. T. Fitzroy Rice, the present Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Police, has accepted an appointment as chief of 
a Japanese Police Force, to organise which he will shortly leave 
this colony. We wish Mr. Rice every success in his new sphere 
of action, and trust that his successor here will ere long find 
himself in a definite position in a well organised force—ndvan- 
tages which Mr. Rice could scarcely be said to enjoy on his first 
arrival at Ilong Kong. 

We understand that the committee of the Chinese Hospital 
have received the sanction of the Government to refuse admittance 
to all visitors, unless they have the permission of the Colonial 
Secretary, the Registrar General, or the Colonial Surgeon, or un- 
less they are accompanied by one of the directors. It is said that 
visitors of late are in the habit of going into the patients’ wards 
and interfering with the patients, who are too often disturbed by 
the visitors. 

We learn that a meeting of brokers took place on the 24th. A 
committee uf five was chosen, to draw up the rules of an associa- 
tion, to which it is intended, if possible, to obtain Government re- 
cognition. 

The Spanish steamship Yrwrac-bat left Hong Kong for Macao ; 
we hear she is intended to take on the coolies of the 8.8. Venus, 
as the latter vessel put back (as previously reported) with her 
boilers in a leaky condition. The other Spanish steamer, Ambote 
(also fitting in this port for coolies from Macao), went over to the 
Kow loong Dock. : 

The first number of the Chinw Review was published om 26th 
August, and judging from the comments which have reached us 
seems to be regarded as satisfactory. We shall probably receive 
a copy by the Southampton route, and a review will appear in our 
next. The first paper is (to quote the Duily Press) “an excellent 
review from the pen of Dr. Witel of Dr. Legge’s last volume of the 
Shu King.” The “ Adventures of a Chiaese Giant,” which forms 
the second paper, is pronounced by a most competent authority 
to be the only Chinese novel he ever thought worth reading in 
translation. 

The result of the prosecution in connection with the duel be- 
tween M. Ieon Checa and M. Torre Bueno is that the defendants 
have been fined each in the sum of $200. The case came on on 
the 25th, when they pleaded guilty—the one to provoking, and 
the other to sending a challenge—and the Acting Chief Justice, 
after giving an appropriate exposition of the English law upon 
the subject, inflicted the fines above mentioned.

MANILA. - 

The Comercio contradicts the rumour to the effect that the 
Government intended, at the expiration of the present mail con- 
tract with the company carrying on steam service with Singapore, 
to return to the former plan of having mail communication with 
Hong Kong instead. 

The same papzr gives the following version of the affray be- 
tween H.M.S. Nassaw and Sulu pirates: The boats of the Brits- 
war steamer Nussaz have heen attacked by pirates near Carang 
Carang, on the north-east portion of Salu. The fight lasted four 
days. at the end of which the crews of the boats were victorious, 
after having disembarked and destroyed the prahus and villages, 
&c., of the pirates. The boats bombarded the villages for two 
hours: the loss of the pirates was fearful. Lieutenant Gray, of 
the Massau, and some of the crews of the boats were severely 
wounded. Mr. White was wounded in the neck by a speas. 
Whilst the boats were attacking by water, the »svives harassed 
them by land. On the following day the utficers of the Nassax 
were received by the Sultan of SaJu, who thanked them for what 
they had done, and mado them seme presents. 

H. M. Norodon the First, King of Cambodia, arrived at Manils, 
and was received with the honours due to his mak.

BORNEO.

SARAWAK., 

The Sarawak Gazette takes umbrage at the Consular report of 
ex-Governor Hennessy of Labuan, who wag H M.’s Consul-General 
for Borneo, which it calls a parting broadside poured into Sarawak 
before he sheered off. Mr. Hennessy’s unfriendliness to the 
Sarawak Government is well known out here, and the article, 
after commenting on this, says it is nevertheless possible a docu- 
ment like the report, bearing the ¢mprimatur of a British Consul- 
General, may gain a fictitious importance among those at home 
who have no means of forming a correct opinion of Sarawak. The 
article goes on to deny the assertions made by Mr. Hennessy that 
“the Rajah of Sarawak is a vassal of the Sultan of Brunei,” and 
that Sarawak itself is “little more than a trading outpost of the 
Borneo Company,” and says that assertions like these are suffi- 
cient to show the amount of confidence to be placed in Mr. Hen- 
nessy’s report. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Advices extend to the 8th September ; the French mail’ from 


London Aug. 2 arrived out Aug. 30. The Straits Times supplies 
the following summary of news :— 


The principal event of the fortnight has been the visit of his 
Imperial Highness the Grand Duke Alexis, of Russia, in the 
Russian frigate Svetlana, the flag ship of Admiral Possiet. The 
Svetlana arrived on the afternoon of the 28th August, and on the 
29th the Prince landed in State and was taken to Government 
House. Inthe evening he attended a ball at the Town Hall, 

iven by the naval officers to the community in return for the 
Ronpits ity shown them, and on the evening of the 30th Lady 
Ord gave an “ At Home” at Government House, at which nu- 
merous presentations were made to his Imperial Highness. 
On the 3lst he went to Johore as the guest of H.H. the 
Maharajah, and breakfast was served to a company number- 
ing about ninety, including the Prince, the Governor and officials, 
military and naval officers, the unofficial members of Council, 
foreign Consuls, and many of the principal residents. In the 
afternoon the party returned to Singapore, and the Prince re- 
turned to the Svetlana, where in the evening the Governor, mili- 
tary and naval officers, and the leading officials and members of 
Qouncil, were entertained at dinner in return for the hospitalit 
shown to him. The Svedlana left for. Hote Kong, whence she will 
go to Nagasaki, where she is to meet and join the Russian Im- 
perial Squadron. 

Some time back the Hon. Mr. Shelford, in the discussion on 
the Steam Vessels Bill, was told by the Governor that it was “ not 
to be supposed but that the Government would appoint the best 
men.” This, of course, silenced the Hon. siember’s objections. 
We may be pardoned, however, for differing with his Excellency’s 
psig when we see beardless youths put into positions where 
they have no right to be, and whose appointment is by many 
regarded as an imposition upon the community. Within 
the past few days, Cuptain Ord, brother of the Governor, who has 
been acting police magistrate at Malacca, was confirmed as Act- 
ing Lieutenant Govcrnor of Malacca, and a vacancy being thus 
opened in the police magistracy there, it was given to a young 
cadet who has been for some time past holding appointment as 
a clerk in the Supreme Court here, whose fitness for the duties of 
rai hie may be seriously questioned, judging from his attempts 
in the Singapore Police-court. This is only one of several similar 
appointments made lately, which show to what lengths nepotism 
may be carried in a forbearing and quietcommunity. If the mal- 
administration of the law by incompetent magistrates should lead 
to a serious riot, it would not be matter for surprise. 

The “ Ports and Harbour Bill” proposes to place the wharves 
and dock at New Harbour under the control of the master attend- 
ant, if the Guvernor chooses to do so, in rules which the Bill gives 
the Executive Council the power of framing. This was objected to 
by all the unofficial members, whose view was concurred in by the 
Colonial Secretary, but the Governor insisted so strongly on retain- 
ing the objectionable clause, that there was nothing for the Colonial 
Secretary to do but withdraw the motion he had made to strike it 
out, and vote with the Government side. The same motion 
was immediately made by an unofficial member. and in the 
vote on it the four were arrayed against the whole phalanx of 
the officials, one at least of whom was constrained to vote against 
his convictions, and that, too, on a matter in which the Governor 
had no right to, and, in fact, did not, order the votes of the offi- 
cials ; but it was evident that not even the highest of them 
dared to vote against his declared predilections—a fact which 
makes business men declare the Council as constituted a farce 
and a sham, seeing the Governor can at pleasure control it as 
easily as though he had to deal with the matters by himself. 

His Excellency the Governor has left in the Pluéo for Malacca, 
and the Chief Justice alen goes there to-day to hold the criminal 
session, which opens on the 10th Sept. A recent circular issued 
from the Colonial Secretary’s office censures the Governinent offi- 
cials for want of respect to the Governor’s office in not attending 
his Excellency when he leaves, or arrives at, any of the three 
Bettlements, and ordering them to do so in, future. 
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Salangore is still disturbed by civil war, and a person has been 
arrested hereand is being prosecuted at the police-court on a charge 
of enlisting men andsupplying arms to wage war against the Sultan 
of Salangore, and it is believed the conviction of this man will 
elicit facts rather startling to the Government. The town is quiet, 
though during the fortnight—it being the season for the Sumba- 
yang Hantu, or sacrifices to the spirits—the Chinese section of the 
community have had one or two quarrels, which might have led 
to serious Kong-see fights had they not been nipped in the bud. 
The petty quarrels have, however, all been amicably settled, and 
there is no apprehension of any further disturbance. 


At the meeting of shareholders of the Tanjong Pagar Dock 
Company (Lfmited), the report of the directors, to be found in 
gnats column, was duly passed, as was also the resolution 
for increasing the capital. Proposed by Jasper Young, Esq., 
seconded by J. L. Kirby, Esq.—‘‘ That this meeting, after the 
very satisfactory statement they have received of the affairs of 
the company, desire to record their sense of the valuable services 
of their late chairman the Hon. T. Scott, to whose unwearied 
exertions during upwards of five years their prosperity is ina 
great measure due, and in acknowledgment of these services they 
have great pleasure in voting that a testimonial be presented to 
him in the form of a piece of plate, bearing an appropriate in- 
scription.” Carried by acclamation. Proposed by 8. Short, Esq., 
seconded by T. Sohst, Hsq.—‘ That the thanks of the meeting be 
given to the chairman, directors, and manager, for having pro- 
duced the very satisfactory results of the past half-year.” Car- 
ried unanimously.

Tle. 5.70 to 6.10 for Assorted, and Tis. 6.50 to 6.65 per piece for Scar- 
let. Camlets also in better request at an improvement in price; sales 
at Ts. 15.50 to 15.75 for good to best assortments, and Tis. 16 to 18.25 
for crack Scarlets. Figured Orleans: Fair inquiry at Tls. 3.95 to 4.20. 
Lastings—best cloth—black, and assortments'with a good proportion ‘of 
black, much wanted, but stock light, and buyers had experienced diffi- 
culty in securing desirable parcels. Crane Lustres higher, sold at Tly. 
4.10 to 4.20. Spanish Stripes and Mediuin Cloths quiet but steady ; 
former quotations fully maintained. Metals:—lIron Nail Rods: Trans- 
actions in German Iron at Tis. 3.84; English at Tis, 3.70 to 4.10 per 
picul; holders firm. Lead: A speculative demand existed, and the 
market closed firm at Tls. 4.75 for LB, and other brands in proportion. 

Honea Kona.—The market for munufactures during the fortnight 
had been characterised by general quietness. Large quantities of 
mildewed goods continued to be placed upon the market at low rates, 
Woollens had continued to meet a fair inquiry at unchanged prices. 
Metals, with the exception of Lead, were improving. ‘The quotations 
fur Rice were—Singapore, 1.80 to 1.85; Saizon, 1.87 to 1.92; Siam, 
1.78 to 2.45; Manila, 1.95 to 2.15; Bengal, 2.00 to 2.15. The market 
was dull and heavy, a reaction having set in after a period of excite- 
ment occasioned by speculative activity. / 

CANTON. —There had been a further decline of 5c. per picul in Lead : 
quotations were as follows: — LB, common quality, $6.40 to 6.45; 
WB quality, $6.75 to 6.85. 

ManiLa.—During the fortnight the market for Plain Staples had 
been dull and the business done very limited; there were but few 
alterations to note in quotations. Coloured goods of new styles were 
in small supply and in fair request, and for such rather better prices 
would be puid ; large quantities, however, could not be taken up, as the 
cousumption at this season is small. Old and unsuitavle styles con- 
tinued to mcet with no attention. Yarns were in heavy stock, both in 
first and second hands, and progress was very difficult to make even at 
the unremunerative rates nominally quoted. 

SINGAPORE.—Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows :—Busi- 
ness during the past fortnight had been on a small scale, and holders 
being less firm, prices of most descriptions of Piece Goods are slightly 
lower than last quoted. 39-inch Grey Shirtings: 8} 1b. small trans- 
actions at $2.524 to 2.55; 45-inch: 81b. very limited request ut $2.50 
to 2.55; 9 1b. noinquiry. 32-inch Grey T-Cloths: Small businéss at 
weaker rates; 4 to 44 lb. in moderate demand at $1.05 to 1.20; 6 lb. 
quiet at $1.35 to 1.374; 6 lb. in leas request at $1.624 to 1.65: 7 lb. 
nominal at $1.80 to 1.85. 32-inch [Grey Madapollams not much in- 
quired for; as last quoted—24 Ib., $18 to 183; 2} lb., $19 to 193; 3

TEA. 

° Hanxow.—Messra. Dryedale, Ringer and Co.’s report is as follows: 
—The first musters of the third crop Teas were placed upon our market 
shortly after the departure of the last mail and since then arrivals have 
been almost entirely of this description. With very few exceptions the 
character of the leaf is poor and decidedly inferior to last year’s. Very 
fewfsettlements have been made here, but up to Tls. 20 per picul has 
been paid for the best parcels. Owing to there being 80 little ‘demand 
the Teas have latterly been shipped direct to Shanghai without being 
offered here atall. With regard to prices, the high standard established 
on the arrival of the second crop leaf has been maintained steadily up 
to the present time, the opening priccs for the third crop Tea ranging 
fully two taels over last year’s, During the last few days welhave had 
a lower range of tael price, but, quality considered, it can scarcely be 
called a reduction. We estimate total arrivals to date, exclusive of 
Ningchow Tea, 46,067,000 Ibs., against last year 48,473,G001bs. Cus- 
toms Export to 15th Aug.. was 43,258,180 Ibs., avainst 44,971,289 Ibs., 
or including Ningchows 48,253,840, against 48,324,763 Ibs. 

Kruxrana.—Black: A gooil many chops had arrived, of which 
four had been settled at about previous rates. High prices in Shanghai 
are said to be causing a large picking of third crops in the country, 
so that last year’s export may yet be equalled. No business had been 
done in Green, but supplies were being scnt forward steadily to 
Shanghai. 

SHanGHAI.—The following is also from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer 
and Co.’s report:—Black;: The business which has transpired since 
date of our last is the settlement of 15,700 chests and 30,750 half-chests’; 
last year we reported the transaction for corresponding period at 27,700 
chests and 35,500 half-chests. Buying has becn going on steadily 
throughout the fortnight, and rates have as a rule been well maintained. 
Some chops have been settled at less than was previously offered, but 
we cannot quote any general decline. A considerable quantity of third 
ciop Tea has come to hand; they are, as a rule, strong, but without point 
er character; 1s. 5}d. to 1s. 6d. has been readily paid for such 
as have any appearance ; we hear that Tls.27.5 has been paid for 
one with unusually good leaf. Shuntams and common Hohows 
have remained neglected till holders are anxious to quit at some 
concession in price; the former can be purchased at 113d. to 1s. 03d., 
the latter at 1s. 1d. to 1s. 1}d. per Ib., say about Tls. 3.0.0 over last 
year's rates; they do not, however, attract attention. Export is 
44,200,000, against 43,970,000 Ibs., and stock 23,591 chests and 55,142 
half.chests, equal to 51,162 chests, against 42,942 chests same tine 
last year; the quantity on board ships in harbour is, however, less now ; 
there are only three ships on the berth, against cight then, three being 
full and on the point of leaving. Natives estimate the supply to com- 
plete the season at 150,000 chests, say 15,000,000 Ibs. Green Tea: 
There has beeu a further concession in prices; it is perhaps most appa- 
rent in Pingsucy, which have been taken to a considerable extent for 
the English market at Tls. 41.0.0 to 55.0.0 for chops of ordinary pro- 
portion, whilst Tls. 60.0.0 to 63.0.0 has been paid for fine lines only ; 
country Teas have been coming down freely and have found buyers to 
& moderate extent at Tls. 35.0.0 to 47.0.0 proportion. Shanghai 
packed have been settled at Tis. 34.5.0 to 35.5.0. We quote a decline 
of two to three taels, making a reduction of six to seven tacls per picul 
froin the highest prices paid for Pingsueys, and three to four taels for 
country Teas. 

Foocrhow.—Congous lad been steadily dealt in, the daily average of 
settlements being ubout 3,000 chcsts. Teamen had been ready sellers, 
and prices for broken and ordinary kinds had ruled somewhat easier. 
Abvut 3,500 half-chests of Ooluongs had been bought, but the market 
was not yet cons dered as opened, 

AMoy.—The Ooloong market was quiet, but prices had not notice- 
ably deciined. Atout 10,000 half-chesis had been scetUed since the 12th 
Aug., msking the total settlements to date 126,005 half-chests, and 
leaving a stock of 7,100 half-clicsts on offer. The steamship Cyphrenes 
sailed for New York on the 25th Aug. leaving the Aurora Australis 
and the Tainberlane on the berth. The American barque Pearl was 
ex,ecte: to load for the same destination. 

Caxton.—The market had been very quiet, and but small settle. 
ments had been matic. No chanye had taken place in prices, bat it 
was hoped that the present quietness would Iead to a reasonable range 
of rates fur the fourth crop Teas when they are placed on offer. 


SILK. 

SHANGHAI.— Messrs. C. J. Skezg’s and Co.’s C:reular says :—Our 
market has heen fairly active throughout the fortnight, and prices for 
the French mail were a little easier, but most of the needy sellers having 
cleared off a larze portion of their stocks, dealers again b:came firmer, 
and we are now much imfihe same position as when our Jast circular was 
published. One noticeable feature is the large quantity of common 
Tsatlee and Yellow Silk that has found buyers mostly at extreme quo- 
tations. Re-reels have been ir: fair demand for America and for some 
few choice parccls Tls. 620 to 640 has been paid. 

CaNntTon.—The market was weak for all descriptions of Silks. For 
hipment to Europe there had been a fuir business doing in Tsatlee 
Reels at reduced rates, but for America hardly uny animation was shown, 
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better Silks and lower prices being evidently expected upon arrival of 
the fourth crop in bulk. Purchasers were also anxious to hear the 
news concerning the opening of the New York market, About 300 bales 
of the fourth crop Silks had come on the market, chiefly Kowkong and 
Kotengou: they showed a slight improvement on previous crops, but 
later on were expected to be still better. Stock was estimated at 700 
bales Tsatlec Reels, 100 bales Loongkong, and also a good many boxes 
of Rereels. 


Tas total of the shipments of Silk by the present mail steamer 
amounte to 2,860 bales,

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of September 
azain present extraordinary totals. The total declared value of 
our exportations has been £23,145,026, showing an advance of 
nearly 17 per cent. over the corresponding month of 1471, and 
of more than 35 per cent. over that of 1870. he article of which 
the shipments show the greatest money augmentation is coal, the 
declared value of the quantity exported having been nearly 60 
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per cent. in excess of that exported in September last year, 
although the total weight shipped was 4 per cent. less, the 
amount having been 1,208,405 tons, against 1,253,912 tons in Sep- 
tember, 1871. As regards cotton goods, yarn figures for an increase 
of 15 per cent. in value and 20 per cent. in quantity, while in 
manufactured articles the increase has been 6 per cent. in value 
and } per cent. in quantity. The other principal instances of in- 
crease are iron and steel, 50 per cent. in value; linen goods, 17 per 
cent. ; hardware, 16 per cent.; earthenware, 14 per cent.; haber- 
dashery,9 per cent.; woollen goods, 9 per cent. ; and miscellaneous, 
30 percent. The total value of our shipments for the nine months 
ended the 30th of September has been £190,314,662, showing an 
increase of 15 per cent. over the corresponding period of 1871, 
and of 28 per cent. over the corresponding period df 1870. As 
regards the importations of the month, it appears that they com- 
prised 4,237,694 cwts. of wheat, valued at £2,687,213, against 
3,842,084 cwts., valued at £2,211,071, in the corresponding 
month of last year, while the value of the other grain taken was 
£1,618,087, against £1,521,311. Of cotton the arrivals were 
485,458 cwts., valued at £1,742,765, against 489,476 cwts., valued 
at £1,829,590, in the corresponding month of last year.

CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND 


CHINA. 

An extraordinary general meeting of this bank was held on the 9th 
inst., a¢ the London Tavern; Mr. Andrew Cassels in the chair, to con- 
firm the election of Mr. F. W. Heilgera as a director, in the place of 
Mr. James Fraser (deceased), and for the election of Mr. William Pater- 
son as director. The notice convening the meeting was read by Mr. 
Mullins, the secretary. 

The Chairman said the directors were glad of this opportunity to 
render an account of their stewardship, and to state the exact position 
of the bank. Very exaggerated rumoars had lately been fn circulation 
to the bank’s disadvantage, as shown by the fall in the market value of 
the shares on the announcement of the failure of the Messrs, Gled- 
stanes. During a period of some eight or ten days their £20 shares 
were quoted 134 to 14}; this fall represented a depreciation in the 
value of their joint property of about £120,000, whereas the pro- 
babie claim of the bank on Messrs. Gledstanes was about £28,000. 
Tae directors therefore took the earliest means of making the 
shareholders aware of the true position of the bank. The result of the 
bank’s operations during the six months ended June 30 last he trusted 
would be satisfactory, as they represented a return of about 11 per 
cent. per annum on the capital of the bank. The directors were in- 
dulging in the hope that they would be justified in paying a small 
interim dividend when the news of the Messrs. Gledstanes’ failure was 
suddenly announced, which compelled them to give up that pleasure, 
He thought that very rarely had a commercial failure of equal magni- 
tude taken the world more by surprise; their acceptances were taken 
freely in the discount iarkect up to the very eve of their suspension, 
and no whispers to their disadvantage were in circulation. It was only 
fair to the bank’s agents abroad to state that when the bills the bank 
holds were taken it was known that the drawers of those bills were 
making shipments of produce to Messrs. Gledstanes ; therefure these 
bills could not be called “‘ kites,” or accommo:ation paper. He drew 
attention to this circumstance that the shareholders might not think 
the directors were asleep at their posts. That failure had caused the 
directors a great deal of mortification, but the circular which had been 
sent out showed to what extent the bank was likely to suffer. 

He took this opportunity of saying that the failure of the Messrs. 
Gledstanes was one of the most disgraceful that had ever occurred—the 
firm appeared to have been insolvent for a few years back—two of the 
partners occupie 1 seats at the boards of two of the greatest banks in the 
world up to the very eve of their suspension. They were unfaithful to the 
trust | err in them by their correspondents in the East, and also to their 
friends at home. He did not like to hit a man when he was down, but 
he must say, in the interests of trade, that those insolvents deserved 
Mittle consideration or leniency. He also said (and said it with shame) 
that such discreditable failures occurred rarely un the Continent ; he did 
hot mean to infer that the tone of commercial morality was worse here 

z than abroad, but it was due to our mercantile legislation, and he should 
be only too glad to see the Code Napoleon in force in this country in all 
Matters pertaining to trade. It seemed to him that the law 
here protected the debtor, and cared nought for the credi- 
tor. He hoped he had said enough to show that the fall in 
the shares was quite unwarranted. (Cheers). To expect an 
Indian Bank, having several agencies, and doing an extensive busi- 
ness in the East, to conduct their business without loss wae to 
expect an impossibility, for neither the directors at home nor the agents 
abroad could procure information that could be implicitly relied upon, 
nor was it possible by any amount of watchfulness to guard against 
political disturbances. The shareholders had, however, a right to ex- 
pect the directors to pay such attention to the bank’s affairs and busi- 
ness as to prevent the failure of any one single firm proving a serious 
loss to the bank ; and it was because the directors had faithfully ex- 
ecuted their task that they met the shareholders face to face, and 
asked for their cordial co-operation. One of their ablest officers was 
now inspecting the different branches in the East, and guided by the 
valuable information provided by that officer, the directors were en- 
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deavouring to strengthen each branch in turn, and were doing all they 
could to place the business on a sound basis. (Cheers). The opening 
of the Suez Canal had so altered the course of trade that the long credit 
which had hitherto been given by means of six months’ bills appeared 
to the directors to be no longer necessary or safe as regards canal ship- 
ments ; and some time ago the directors instructed their several agents 
to restrict as much as possible their purchases of docnment bills against 
canal shipments to paper drawn at three months’ sight. He should be 
very glad if their neighbours would adopt the same practice. He then 
tormally moved the confirmation of the election of Mr. F. W. Hellgers 
as director, in the place of Mr. James Fraser, deceased. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. William Macnaughtan, and 
carried unanimously. 

On the motion of the.Chairman, seconded by Mr. John Jones, Mr. 
W. Paterson was declared a director. 

On the motion of Mr. Bett, seconded by Mr. Mann, u vote of thanks 
was then passed to the chairman, directors, manager, and officers, and 
the meeting broke up.

The Foreigner in Far Cathay. By W. H. Medhurst, H.M.’s Consul, 
Shanghai. London: Ed. Stanford, Charing Cross. 


Some months since we had the pleasure of reporting a lecture 
delivered by Mr. Medhurst on the position of the foreigner in 
China and the habits and customs of the Chinese. Mr. Medhurst 
has now put into a book form, under the above title, what he then 
said, with such additions as suffice to make up a very neat octavo 
volume. A map is appended, drawn specially to show at a glance 
the eighteen provinces of China and the coast line. 

The author has a felicitous style of telling his experiences and 
his inner thoughts. It is at once bold and convincing, and at 
the same time easy and affable. With the aid of the nice clear 
type the reader can travel over the pases and take in the ideas 
in a manner that is interesting and pleasant. It is not a dry 
book, as most books on China are almost necessarily. There 
is not an intelligent reader in Europe who will not be edified 
and amused by a perusal of this little book. We do trust 
that it will be largely read, and China, with its peculiar 
mixture of foreign communities, will then be better under- 
stood. The general ignorance which the author found to 
prevail here was no doubt the incentive to write it. The first 
chapter truly describes the mistakes we have made in our various 
warlike engagements with the Government of China. Our repre- 
sentatives have all failed to secure the necessary guarantees 
against the recurrence of such. And not only so, but failing to 
obtain, or even demand, the vital points indispensable to our 
amicable relations, to wit, after all our wars, we are now en- 
tangled with the “ Audience Question,” which should have been 
obtained in the Treaty of Tientsin. Our first minister to Peking 
should have been installed there with the right of presentation 
to the Emperor.

The Nassau, 4, surveying vessel, 
Commander William Chimmo, was, by last accounts, in the Sulu Sea ; 
and the Sylvia, 5, surveying vessel, Commander A.C. St. Joho, at 
Japan, the latter under orders for Hong Kong and England. 

A change is to be made shortly in the garrisons of the Straits Settle- 
ments and Hong Kong. The battalion of the 80th Foot, now serving 
at Singapore, will be moved to Hong Kong, and the Ist battalion of 
the 10th Foot, now stationed at Hong Kong, will take the place of 
the 80th at Singapore. Pending these changes both regiments are to 
be raiacd to their proper strength, with which object tenders have been 
invited for the conveyance from Queenstown to Singapore of drafts 
from the head-quartera of both regiments, comprising 1n all seven 
officers, 897 non-commissioned officers and men, nineteon women, and 
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thirty children, together with a few men of the Royal Artillery, who 
will proceed before the close of the present month.

General Sir Patrick Montgomerie, K.C.B., died last week at his 
residence at Kensington, at the age of seventy-nine. He was the son 
of a banker at Irvine, in Ayrshire, where he was born in the year 1793, 
was educated at the Ayr Academy, and afterwards at Woolwich, and 
entered the Madras Artillery in 1810. He served as lieutenant in the 
Mahratta War of 1817 and 1818, was present at the battle of Nagpoor 
and the siege and storming of Chandap, and also as captain in the 
Burmese War of 1824-25. In the China War of 1840-41 he was in 
command of the artillery throughout the expedition of 1840-42, in- 
cluding the first capture of Chusan ; operations in the Canton river in 
1851; repulse of the night attack on Ningpo; capture of Tsekee, 
Segoan, Chapoo, Woosung, and Shanghai (when he commanded a 
column of attack) ; assault and capture of Chin Kiang Foo; a demon- 
stration before Nanking in 1842 ; and was wounded in the sortie from 
Ningpo bya matchlock ball on the 10th of March the game year. 
He was rewarded for his services in China by being nominated an 
aide-de-camp to the Queen.

It has been stated in the daily newspapers that a detachment of 
Royal Engineers have been ordered to China. This statement is an 
error; only two men of the corps will be despatched to the station. 

At the fortnightly meeting of the Junior Naval Professional As- 
sociation, in Portsmouth Dockyard, on Friday last, a paper on 
‘¢ Deep Sea Sounding”? was read by Commander Anson, R.N., one of 
the honorary members. In the course of his paper he stated that 
bottom had, by the officers of H.M.S. Serpent, been brought up from 
a depth of 2,700 fathoms. He did not believe there was a greater 
depth than 3,500 fathoms, and that when line of a greater length had 
been paid out without success, it had been in conseqnence of defective 
soundings. In describing the various contrivances for sounding, he 
incidentally remarked that lines supplied to surveying vessela for 
deep sea sounding were generally tested, marked, stretched, and 
reeled up by the dockyard authorities. But if this should have to be 
done in yards abroad, great care should be taken, when large quanti- 
ties of line were on the stretch, that it was preserved from damp or 
wet. Any neglect in this important particular would probably pull the 
house or shed down, if the stanchions to which the line was attached 
did not break, by the mechanical force produced by the shrinkage. 
This actually very nearly occurred at Hong Kong, the massive pillara 
supporting a shed being drawn out nearly a foot at their lower ends. 
At the close of the paper, a discussion ensued, in which Commanders 
Maclear (of the Challenger), Roche, and Jones took part. 


The plan of purchasing the horses for the transport of the Army 
at the Autumn Manceuvres has not only been attended with increased 
efficiency, but will result in a considerable saving of money as com- 
pared with the contract system. Last year the Government paid 
£2 10a. a day for the hire of a man, pair of horses, and a van, which 
must have resulted in a considerable profit to the contractors, but very 
little advantage to the troops. This year more than 2,000 horses were 
paces by the Control Department at the regulation price of £38 4 

ead, and although the animals suffered considerably from the wear 
and tear of the campaign, the front batch was re-sold by public auction 
on Monday at an average price of £35, the highest sum realised for 
any horse being £55 15+. The best were gelected to replace others of 
inferior quality in the Army Service Corps, and a few have been taken 
at £40 by the Metropolitan Police. The circumstances that the horses 
should have realised such a high value so soon after the hard work of 
the manceuvres, and that they should have cost the country little more 
than their keep while they were employed, is a subject of satisfaction 
in the Control Department, and great credit is accorded to the judg- 
ment of Colonel Sherwinton, by whom thcy were all purchased. 

A circular has been issued from the War-office, stating that a non- 
commissioned officer granted a2 commission (except as riding master 
or quartermaster of a regiment of cavalry) will be allowed £100 in aid 
of his outfit,and if subsequently appointed licutenant of a horse 
brigade of the Royal Artillery, or of a regiment of cavalry, will be 
allowed a further sum of £50. A non-commissioned officer granted a 
commission as riding master or quartcrmaster of a cavalry regiment 
will be allowed £150 in aid of hia outfit. A schvolmaster promoted 
to be sub-inspector of army schools will be allowed £100 in aid of his 
oatfit. These allowances may be igsued without previous reference to 
the War. office, and charged in the accounts in which the first charge 
for the officer’s Day appears, vouched by proof of payment and a cer- 
tificate that the officer has provided himsclf with the nece-sary outfit 
and pid for the same. The certificate in the case of regimental offi- 
cers will be signed by the officer commanding the regiment or corps, 
and in the case of sub-inspectors of army schools by the Director- 
General of Military Education, 
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The Frolic, double-screw composite gun-veasel of four guns, 592 
(462) tons, 600 (100) horse power, recently built at Chatham dock-w_ 
yard, having had a most successfal trial of her engines at the measured 
mile off Maplin Sands, haa returned to Chatham. Several runs were

THE “TIJERBAN KOTIE” FOR SINGAPORE.—CHARGE 
AGAINST THE CAPTAIN. 

At the Waterford Police-court charges of a very serious nature have 
been preferred against Capt. Dunn, master of the steamship Tijerban 
Kotie, who was summoned by ten of the crew under the following 
circumstances :—They shipped on board the Tijerban Kote at Glaa- 
gow for a voyage to Singapore ; after going on board and proceeding 
to sea they had no sleeping accommodation, and, the deck not being 
properly caulked, the sea they shipped came down on them and - 
drenched their hammocks to such an extent that they were unable to 
lie in them, The cook alleged that for three days and three nights 
he had to lie in the galley. The crew murmured against this treat- 
ment, and the result was that the vessel put into Passage. The state- 
ment of the ten men was that the captain gave the cook orders on the 
lat inst. not to give the crew any more meat, and from that time until 
they put in an appearance in coart on the 3rd they had not tasted 
food. The magistrates held that the crew had been subjected to 
dreadful treatment, and, in order to teat the accuracy of the statement 
of the crew as to the leakage of the vessel, they ordered a survey. 
They algo ordered the master to instantly take the crew to an eating- 
house and provide breakfast for them. Mr. Charles James Davies, 
mate of the same vessel, preferred a separate charge against Captain 
Dunn. He shipped as first mate for the voyage, but on going to sea 
Captain Dunn said that the owner was on board and would act as 
master, that he (Captain Dann) was going to act as mate, and that 
Davis would have to act as boatswain. He was prevented from 
messing in the cabin, his apartments were taken from him, and he 
was obliged to make his bed on the coals in the hold. The magis- 
trates held that such treatment was outrageous to the second officer of 
a ship, and at Davis's request cancelled his articles of agreement, and 
gave him a decree for £5 10s., which was one month's salary.

Foreign Intelligence, 


; HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Oct. 9. 

In my last letter I gave you the outlines of some important ducu- 
ments which have been laid before the members of Parliament with 
reference to the East India Budget, and by which the total of the 
expenditure will be increased. Of course these proposals have caused 
a storm of indignation among the Conservative newspapers ; to spend 
the money, the produce of the much-praised squeezing system on behalf 
of the people from whom it is obtained is something so exorbitant, 80 
characteristic of a Liberal Cabinet, that they write columns and columns 
in order to demonstrate that both Holland and Java must be ruined if 
the Conservatives do not soon take office. I nced not add that they will 
do all they can to oppose the Ministerial propositions—but they have 
but a poor chance of success. The members are still very busy in 
the sections, but to-day the debate upon the East India Budget will be 
opened. Last Monday the Chamber carried, after a very short dise 
cussion, the Bill granting a dotation to the daughters of the late 
Mr. Thorbecke, in remembrance of “the excellent services rene 
dered to the State during a number of years.” Several Conservatives 
opposed the measure ; to acknowledge that Mr. Thorbecke was an emi- 
nent man was something too much for them, But only four members, 
Messrs. Wintgens, Kien, Taels van Amerongen, and Nierstrasz, had the 
courage (o vote aguinst the Bill, many other Conservatives leaving the 
Chamber before tho debate was concluded, and a still larger number 
voting with the Ayes. The Bill was carried by a majority of 52. In 
thc same sitting another important resolution was carried. You will 
remember all that happened with regard to Mr. van Angelbeek, the 
East India functionary who fought so long for his rights. A Parliamen- 
tary commission has now proposed that the well-known decree of the 
28th May, 1863, shall be altered, and that the affairs of this gentle- 
man shall be arranged by the Government. Mr. Gratama en- 
deavoured to induce the Chamber to reject this proposal, but 
in vain, his motion being rejected by 31 againet 24 votes. The 
debate upon the Tariff will probably last several days, it being 
a matter about which every member has something to say. 
The members of the Society for Promoting the Welfare of the 
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J avanese have forwarded to the Chamber an address in which they 


protest against the maintenance of the export dutics, request that the 
import duties should be reduced to 6 per cont., and that differential 
duties should be abolished. These requests are alrcady partly fulfilled. 
The Minister had altered the original Bill, so thut several articles, 
amongst them woollen, linen, and cotton manufactures, will be only 
charged with an import duty of 6, instead of 10 per cent. The Minister 
farther proposes to omit the stipulations referring to the import of 
spirits, which appear in the Bill, because a duty on spirits will be levied 
in Java in a few months ; and that the tariff shall come into force on 
the Ist of Jan., 1874. 

I sincerely regret that the subscription for the shares of the Dutch 
East India Dry Dock Company has not been satisfactory, the public 
having only applied for 244 shares and 252 ‘‘ Obligations.” A meeting 
is to be held at Amsterdam to induce shipowners, traders and capitalists 
to support this undertaking, which will not only do enormous good for 
Java, but which offers excellent security for the capital subscribed. It 
is strange, but nevertheless true, that money can always be found for 
possible and impossible American railway schemes, while national un- 
dertakings are looked upon with absolute indifference. Rumours are 
in circulation that the mismanagement of the Steam-ship Company 
Nederland, by which a good deal of money has been lost, has exercised 
an unfavourable influence upon this undertaking. Others say that the 
time of its introduction was inopportune, because money has of late be- 
come scarcer and dearer. On the Bourse less activity prevails than ex- 
isted some days ago, but values cannot be said to exhibit any symptoms 
of depression, and the slight advance recently established in quotations 
is iu almost all cases sustained. 

Mr. Heemskerk, as I have already mentioned, has been appointed 
member of the Council of State, so that a seat has become vacant in 
Second Chamber. Several candidates are already named, and amongst 
them are Mr. Myer (the ex Governor-General of Java), Mesars. 
Bordes, Van Heukelom, Jolles, and others. 

Ina former letter I stated that the rumour that Prins i 
would visit the East deserves but little credit. There is nowa ow 
paper report that Prince Henry will take a trip in one of the steamers 
of the Nederland Company, but that he will only proceed as far as the 
Suez Canal, and return overland. 

I hear that our eminent peintre artist, Mr. Alma Tadema, is seeking 
letters of naturalisation as an Englishman, having resolved to reside 
for the future in that country. 

Daring the last three months fifty-two vessels arrived in Holland from 
Java, and twenty-four sailed for that country. The statistical returis 
of our trade and shipping for 1871 have been published, and ir my mext 
letter I will send you a summary of the figures, which woulc be more 
useful if they were published earlier. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

A firm tone has characterised the market for moet of the leading 
articles of colonial and foreign produce, and transactions in some of 
them, especially in Sugar, would have been of greater importance but 
for the reservedness of holders, who keep backward in anticipation of 
a further advance, in consequence of the deficient yield of the beet- 
root crop all over Europe. A better feeling has again prevailed for 
Coffee, and prices are tending upward. Cotton has further improved, 
and Tin has partly recovered from the decline established at the late 
autumn sale of the Trading Company, the result of which is recorded 
under the head of the article. The sales by secret tender of Java 
Tobacco which took place last week attracted such a competition of 
buyers that moet extravagant prices have been realised for eome of the 
parcels pat up. 

Corrze has been in better demand,and prices have advanced jc. 
Good ordinary Java, of the Trading Company’s imports, is not to be 
met with under 454c. Sales have been closed by private treaty as 
follows :—2,070 bags Java, ex Argo; 400 bales do., ex Cornelis Wer- 
nard Eduard, at 464c. ; 620 bales do., ex Robertus Hedrikus, at 464c. : 
118 bales do., ex Stad Dockham, at 43}c. ; 490 bales do., ex Padang 
Packet, at 47c. The Trading Company’s October sale has not yet been 
advertised, from which it may be inferred that the same will not take 
place anti] the 23rd inst. 

Suecar.—No alteration has occurred in the position of the article, 
which continues to exhibit a firm appearance. Nothing is being offered 
from first hands, but some transactions have taken place from second 
hands at about the parity of the late July sale. 

Tea.— Public sales are announced to take place on the 25th inst. of 
the following quantities of China and Java, viz., 266/12 chests China 
Congou, 231/4 chests Souchong, and 117/4 chests Pekoe, crop 1872-73, 
direct importation from Foo-chow-Foo, per steamer Cheops ; 273/4 chests 
and 128/12 chests China Congou, and 116/4 chests Pekve, marked 
Allendale. In addition, there will be offered 4,523/4, 22/8, and 61/12 
chests Java. 

SricEes.—There is no change in the feature of the different articles 
under this head since the late public sale of the Trading Company. 
213 bags Black Pepper, ex Bali, were sold at secret prices, besides 7 
boxes Java Cinnamon, at 85c. ; 269 do., at 50c. to 58c. ; and 93 baga 
do., at 3ic. to 48c. 

ToBAcco (JAvA).—About 12,000 bales have been offered, and sold 
by secret tender, mostly at very high prices.

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN OORRESPONDENT.) 
Liszon, Oct: 5. 

A decree has been published fixing the 18th inst. for the extraordi- 
nary convocation of the Upper House of the Cortes, in conformity with 
the Law of 1849, which determines the cases in which it can be assem. 
bled. This law enacts that the Heuse may be constituted as a Cuurt of 
Justice with judicial functions ; and the present object is the trial of 
the Marquis of Anjega, for the share he is alleged to have taken in the 
late conspiracy against the Government. Much discussion is rife with 
regard to the legality of the decree. In the Council of State, which is 
always presided over by the King, there were seven members present, 
of whom four voted against the convocation of the Peers without the 
Lower House being previously assembled and deciding for or against, 
That the Lower House is the only power which may, in such a case, 
authorise the assembly of the higher House, is the principle laid down 
by the Duke de Loulé, a member of the Council and the President of 
the House of Peers, and which was adopted by other members of the 
Council and by the press. The Duke de Loulé is resolved not to retire 
from the position he has taken up, and will resign office rather than 
consent to the convocation. : 

The commander of the corvette Dom Henrique is to be tried before 
a Council of War, to answer a charge of demanding coal from and ac- 
cepting the assistance of an English merchant steamer during a voyage 
from Lisbon to Loanda. There was a previous council held on board 
the corvette Estephania, to investigate the circumstances. The Govern- 
ment was involved in an expenditure of about £2,000 for coal and tow-

The strike fever has reached us. During the last fortnight many 
workmen of different trades have struck for an increase of wages 
and a diminution of the hours of labour. The proprietors of some 
factories have granted their demands, but others have opposed them and 
“locked-out’’ their hands. There are now about five hundred men 
without work who are receiving their wages from their association, which 
is called Fraternidade Operaria. Messrs. Collares and Co., proprietors 
of the foundry Perzeveranca, dismissed one hundred and fifty men for re- 
fusing to comply with the conditions required. The Government have 
taken the precaution of lending patrols of cavalry to the foundry, to 
guard against a threat which was made of setting fire to the estublish- 
ment being carried out. 

Tho works for the establishment of the submarine telegraph line be- 
tween Portugal and Brazil ure expected to commence in a short time, 
In the island of St. Vincent the building for the station is already 
commenced, and there are already some English clerks appointed. 

By the close of the present year the new tramway established between 
Lisbon and Cintra will be completed. Two sites for the principal sta- 
tions have already been appropriated, one in Lisbon, at the Sualitre, and 
the other in Cintra, at Estephania’s village. The English engineer who 
directs the works states that by the beginning of the new year this line 
will be opened to the public. The company which is constracting this 
line possesses two others in Cascaes aud Torres Vedras. This last named 
has already been commenced,

CHINA, JAPAN, AND THE KOREA. 

In commenting, some time since, on the provisions of the 
Treaty recently concluded between China and Japan, we 
pointed out the impracticable nature of Article II., by whioh 
it was agreed that, “China and Japan being friendly, either 
“shall, in case of experiencing injustice or wrong from an- 
“ other State, be entitled to assistance or good offices from 
“the other.” Since then a delay has arisen in exchanging 
the ratifications of the Treaty, and further negotiations have 
been found necessary, principally in consequence of one or 
both of the contracting parties being unwilling to incur the 
heavy responsibility implied by this article. Meanwhile, if 
the report recently bronght from China be correct, the diffi- 
culty has been summarily disposed of by the Chinese Go- 
Vernment, who have declared their intention of taking the 
field with the Koreans, should the quarrel now pending be- 
tween the Japanese Government and that of Korea end in a 
declaration of war. This act reads like a piece of poetic 
justice on the Japanese for their desertion of their ancient 
ally in her struggle with her foreign foes. The now cele- 
brated Korean despatch sets forth in the plainest language, 
aa the head and front of the offence for which they hold the 
Japanese guilty, the fact that, although on the arrival of the 
French expedition on their coast they, in accordance with 
the terms of the ancient Treaty existing between the two 
countries, applied to the Japanese Government for help in 
their distress, neither was an answer returned nor was assist- 
ance sent. “From that day,” they add, “our Treaty of 
friendship was at an end.” 

The motives which probably induced the Chinese Govern- 
ment to take this decided step are not far to seek. The 
proximity of a nation so nearly allied by tradition, but so 
diametrically opposed in modern practice, ‘to themselves, 
cannot but be a source of annoyance and offence to 
the Conservative statesmen of Peking. The ready way in 
which the Mrxapo’s advisers have thrown themselves in the 
arms of foreigners, have imitated their customs, and adopted 
their dress, must have excited their supreme contempt, and 
the odious comparisons which we may imagine are daily 
drawn by the Foreign Ministers at Peking between the ob- 
structive bearing of the Chinese Government and the ener- 
getio encouragement of modern arts and sciences, which has 
marked the conduct of the rulers of Japan, must be as gall- 
ing as they are telling. It is obvious aleo that the course of 
policy pursued by the Mixapo’s Government is surrounded 
with danger, and is one which, in the eyes of oriental states- 
men, can only be justified by success. The veneer of Euro- 
pean civilisation which has so rapidly overspead the Jand of 
the rising sun is, as yet, only of the thinnest description. 
In fair weather this may remain intact and even deepen, but 
were any sudden reverse to overtake the Government, it 
most infallibly collapse, unless supported from without. 
Such an end to the much boasted superiority of Japan would 
be a matter of rejoicing to her Chinese neighbours. An 
Opportunity has now offered for bringing about this much- 
desired consummation, or at least, of checking the advances 
of the progressive party at Yedo. A comparison of the 
foroes which the Chinese in alliance with the Koreans might 
bring into the field, and those which would follow the 
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Japanese standard, leaves no room for doubt as to which side, 
in the event of a war, victory would ultimately incline. 
But the gates of the temple of Janus have not as yet been 
thrown open, and it is quite possible that Japan may yet for 
years to come continue to vex the souls of Chinese officials 
by her restless energy and enterprise. The Mikapo and his 
advisers would do well, however, to remember that energy 
and enterprise may sometimes require curbing. The com- 
pleteness and rapidity with which the former has discarded 
the lofty pretensions of his ancestors to more than humatt 
honours, and has adopted the free and easy habits of Eu- 
ropean sovereigns, must be shocking to the sensibilities of 
those of his subjects to whom the traditions of their country 
are dear. Thus to alienate the affections of a large and 
powerful class is no light thing, and might, were such a 
catastrophe as is indicated above to overtake the land, tend 
to intensify the misfortunes, and to complete the ruin of the 
now prosperous empire. 


THE COOLIE SHIP MARIA LUZ. 

Tae Japanese Government have begun to justify the wel- 
come with which their Ambassadors have been received in 
the United States and in Great Britain. They told us 
frankly that they came to study our institutions, and to 
adopt whatever they found valuable among them. Hitherto 
in their own country whatever improvements had been in- 
troduced from the English-speaking races were material, 
and contributed directly to their advantage. Our railways, 
our telegraphs, our steamers, and—last, but not least—our 
education, were all so much clear gain, so many helps to 
develop the resources of their Empire by hand and brain 
work, But iu the case of their intervention in the affuir of 
the slaver Maria Luz, we see the heart. It is impossible 
to over-estimate thé advantage of having such a Chargé 
d’ Affaires 18 Mr. Watson on the spot at such a moment as 
that when the wretched victims of Portuguese duplicity 
and Peruvian cruelty, goaded to desperation by tbe villainy 
of their captors, and the tortures they had suffered, flung 
themselves into the waves to implore the protection of the 
British flag. Mr. Watson was exactly the “right man in 
the right place ;” and we are sure he will not think we are 
disposed to rob him of oue scintilla of the honour which is 
so justly his due if we observe in passing that the oppor- 
tunity was a propitious one. 

Tho Japanese had long known England to be par excellence 
the “land of liberty.” They knew that we neither per- 
mitted slavery ourselves nor tolerated it in other countries, 
and their Ambassadors had seen for themselves that respect 
for the liberty of the meanest subject in Har Madsgaty’s re- 
motest dependencies had brought about a spirit of loyalty 
and peace unknown under harsher Governments in former 
times. On the other hand, their Ambassadors had lately 
seen in America a groat nation recovering with super-human 
strides the position which nothing had ever placed in jeo- 
pardy except what Cuartes Dickens called “that sum of 
“all human crime and suffering”—slavery. It is idle to 
palter about any difference between slavery as it was in the 
United States, and slavery as it is in the Portuguese eu- 
phuism. The Japanese are too clear-headed to be deceived 
by such sophistical but transparent falsehoods. ° They know 
perfectly well that the Macao coolie traffic and slavery are 
one and the same thing; and it is to their honour 
that, on the present occasion, they acted in accordance 
with the principles they had seen us practise, although 
their own interests were not in the slightest degree 
involved. Henceforth, warned by the example of the 
commander of the Maria Luz, masters of similar freights 
of human helplessness, on their way to Callao, will give 
the shores of Japan a wide berth. If it were true that 
Portugal were a fair specimen of European civilisation— 
which, thank Heaven! it is not—it might almost seem as if 
the world, ripening into age, were turning to the birthplace 
of society in the East, and, like our own wanderers, who 
have passed a life-time far away, yearns to make its grave 
beside itscradle. More progress will be made towards the 
extinction of the Coolie trade by this one judivial step in 
Japan than by all the despatches from our Foreign-office, 
which have been bandied about from Lisbon to Macao, aad 
from Macao to Lisbon, as horror after horror has been revealed, 
and left to be repeated. 
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THE FRENCH TREATY WITH CHINA. 

The French Minister of Agriculture and Commerce has 
just forwarded the following circular to the Presidents of the 
various Chambers of Commerce in France :—- 

By a circular of the 21st June, 1870, the Department of Agri- 
culture and Commerce, in view of the approaching revision of the 
conventional tariff annexed to the Franco-Chinese Treaty of 1858, 
invited the Chambers of Commerce to communicate to him their 
opinions as to the changes that should be introduced, in the inte- 
rest of the trade of their particular district. The events which 
occurred shortly afterwards led forcibly to the suspension of that 
inquiry, which had, besides, lost its character of urgency, as the 
British Government had, on its side, decided on waiting for the 
majority of the Emperor of China, which would occur at the end 
of 1872, for a revision of the tariff, as well as of the Treaty con- 
eluded in 1658 between China and England. Now thet we are 
within a few months of the period for opening the negotiations 
relative to the revision of the Treaty an examination of the ques- 
tions connected with that revision has become urgent, and I beg 
of you to lay this important subject before your Chamber, and to 
transmit to me the result.—Receive, & 
(Signed) 


Tus news from the Straits is the reverse of satisfactory, 
Sir Harry Orp seems determined to push the obnoxious 
policy of absorbing public rights into Government hands 
“to the bitter end.” The Municipal Board is the last of 
his contemplated victims—indeed it is the only represen- 
tative institution left ; and, if that is permitted to go the 
way of all the rest, farewell to the independence of the 
Settlements! We trust that the residents will be true to 
themeelves, and resist this monstrous encroachment to the 
last. As for the pretext put forward in defence of it—that 
the business of the Municipality would be better conducted 
—it is a meresham. Freely translated, it means that the 
. local burdens would be indefinitely raised, and that the 
money would be more “pleasantly” spent by a clique of 
irresponsible nominees than by a body of experienced men 
of business, who, while making their own fortunes, have 
watched and acquired an interest in the fortunes of the 
Settlement. Nothing can be more insulting than this bare- 
faced system of “making places.” Under the present Go- 
vernor Singapore has been flooded with precocious youths, 
whose salaries are an ever-increasing drain on the public 
puree, and whose services may be calculated in inverse 
ratio to their own estimation of them. It is an axiom in 
political economy that money raised by taxation can only be 
satisfactorily laid out by the representatives of the tax- 
payers. To remove such a body as the Municipal Board, 
or to deprive it of its representative constitution, would be 
to bow meekly to the dictatorship of Sir Harry Orp, and 
hand over the public purse-strings to a clique—who will be 
very glad to get hold of them.

Ir is proposed to license brokers at Hong Kong—of 
course it is opposed. Hong Kong trade is no longer confined 
to a few dozen merchants and traders, but, like Caloutta, 
has its brokers of all kinds—ship, bill, opium, stock and 
share, cotton, rice—each have their brokers, both foreign and 
Chinese ; and the institution is looked on as a sort of refuge 
for the destitute. It may easily be calculated that with no 
sort of check to “starting broker,” irregularities have oc- 
curred, and that it is very necessary that those engaged in 
the business should be put under some sort of surveillance, 
in order to protect the honest broker as well as their prin- 
cipals who employ them. There is no other way of arriving 
at this but that of granting licences, with the power of 
withdrawing or suspending them on proof of any irre- 
gularity. Like all other interference with mercantile pur- 
suits, it will be irksome at first, but the advantages to be 
gained by the community, generally, will soon be manifest, 
and with that the irritation at any restriction will speedily 
vanish. 


Tue Japanese Embassy were last week feted at Man- 
chester. They have visited the principal warehouses, mills, 
and engine-works, and, of course, the banquets have not 
been forgotten. A report of their proceedings will be found 
in another column. In his speech, proposing the health of 
the Ambassadors, Mr. Mason, the President of the Chamber 
of Commerce, cast an extraordinary aspersion on British 
merchants in Japan, which we are at a loss to understand, 
Unless, indeed, he referred to the failure of GLEDsTANES 
and Co.

Tsu War Office have decided on the despatch of retn- 
forcements to Singapore. The detachments consist of about 
four hundred of the 10th and 80th Regiments. After 
landing these the troopship (not yet fixed) will effect an 
exchange of the troops hihterto garrisoned at Singapore and 
Hong Kong. We trust that Governor Orp has found his 
calculations correct, and that the dismissal of the Madras 
troops will effect a saving which the finanoes of the colon 
will see something of, not, however, for expenditure on forti- 
fications, which appertains entirely to the Imperial Govern- 
ment.

THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

The Japanese Ambassadors arrived at Manchester from Liverpddl on 
Friday, the 4th inst., and spent the following day in making an 
inspection of the chief cotton mills and other eommereial eatablish- 
meuts of the city. 

BANQUET BY THE MUNICIPALITY. 

On Monday, the 7th, a special meeting of the City Council was held, 
at which an address of welcome to the Ambassadors was drawn up. 
This address was subsequently presented, and replied to in the following 
terms :—‘‘To his Worship the Mayor, the Honourable Aldermen, and 
Distinguistied Citizens of the city of Manchester.—We, the Ambis- 
sadors Extraord.nary, on behalf of our Sovereign and our people, beg 
to express our thanks for this cordial welcome, and the generous hés- 
pitality extended to us and to our suite by the city which eu 80 Wor- 
thily represent. There is much concerning the Empire of Japan which 
would doubtless be of interest to you, if we had time to speak of it. 
The revolution which brought us into new relations with the other 
nations of the world, the changes rapidly following that revolution, as 
well as the changes which are now slowly but surely working their way 
among the people—these are matt-rs of which we should be as glad to 
speak as you to hear. Bat we have not come to tell you these things. 
We have come, in consequence of them, to learn from you. Our pre- 
sence here to-day is evidence of that. Our visit to your city is part of 
that extended circuit we are making, in order carefally to study the in- 
stitutions which seem to us to be the cause of your wealth and greatiiess. 
It is our intention to treasure up the knowledge we shall gain, so that 
we may follow the example of your energy and Industry, which have 
made you so prominent among the nations of the world. The result of 
your many centuries’ experience will be of great value to us. We de- 
sire to introduce every facility for improving the condition of our 
people. We shall send young men to your shores to be educated, as we 
have already done. We shall ask for your machinery, your engines, 
and such modern appliances as will help us to begin ‘properly in this 
new stage of our national development. As some of you may know, 
we have already called on this city for help. We shall probably need 
your aid in a practical manner still further. We have inveatigated with 
great interest your factories, with their wonderful machinery, and heve 
thus seen for ourselves that your nation’s greatness is largely centeréd 
in her manufacturing and commercial interests. To become better a&- 
quainted with all this our Imperial Majesty has commissioned us; and 
we are glad to believe that at the same time we shall be able to cultivate 
more intimate, peaceful, commercial, and friendly relations between 
our respective nations.” 

The Council and their guests then adjourned to the Mayof’s parlesr, 
where they remained untildinner was announced. The Mayor, Mr. W« 
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Booth, presided, and after dinner proposed the loyal toasts, ‘‘The 
Army, Navy, and Auxiliary Forces,’’ was acknowledged by General 
Alexander. The Mayor then proposed the toast of the evening, ‘‘The 
Health of the Ambassador Extraordinary from Japan.” His Excelleney 
replied as follows :—“ Mr. Mavor and Gentlemen,—Permit me in a few 
words to acknowledge the cordial hospitality which has been extended 
80 generously to us by this city. We accept it not only for ourselves 
but also for the empire we represent. We must take this opportunity 
of thanking you for your unwearied endeavours to make us acquainted 
with all that has been of so much interest to us. At the same time 
it is our sincere hope that some of you may some day be sojourners in 
Japan, that we may reciprocate this kindness, showing you that we have 
been neither inattentive learners nor forgetful guests.” 

The Mayor proposed the health of Sir Harry Parkes, Her Majesty's 
Minister at the Court of Japan. Sir H. Parkes said he was much 
touched by the compliment paid to him. He had not had the oppor- 


tunity of seeing much of the men«f Manchester; but in the couree of 


@ career now extending over no short period, he had always had the 
bappiness of feeling that, as far as his opportunities permitted, he was 
promoting the interests of this community. Of recent years a very 
favourable field for those intere-ts had been suddenly opened in the 
country from which their distingnisbed guests came. He did not doubt 
that that field would widen. A country anxious to have English 
manufactures must present a field for English enterprise and 
industry which we should be very glad to enter and develop. 
England had not heard much of Japan since the year 1868, 
when the revolution took place; but since then great improve- 
ments had been undertaken, and much of the progress that had since 
been made was due to the energies and resolution of their guests of 
that evening. In that period it had been shown that there were Libe- 
rals in Japan as well as clsewhere; that there were men there who 
believed that selfishness and seclusion were as injurious to national 
welfare ag to individual interest. He felt certain that the men of Man- 
chester would extend their sympathies to him and to all who represented 
England in Japan; while they, on their side, would do their best to 
extend the ficld for English manufactures. For himself, he felt that it 
was good to be here, to have an opportunity of witnessing those high 
qnalities for which Manchester and the towns in its immediate neigh- 
bourbood were celebrated—the high qualitics both of employers and 
employed ; and it was alco good to receive the welcome that had been 
given him, and to know that Manchester had a heart to sympathise 
with those who endeavoured to represent her interests in a distant 
quarter of the globe. 

The AMBASSADOR said: Gentlemen,—As a grateful guest of this 
idustrious city, allow me to express briefly the feelings that rise on this 
occasion. We come as ambassadors of our gracious master to investi- 
gate the results of your long study and patient industry ; and greatly 
to our delight we find friends on every side willing to help us to attain 
the object for which we have been sent. Your gigantic manafactories, 
your machinery, as well as the system of your municipal administra- 
tion have interested us very much, since they are the means by which 
you have reached 80 high a degree of wealth and greatness. Realising 
that all these wonderful institutions would never have existed if it had 

‘mot teen for the evergy and industry represented by those assembled 

here this evening who hold responsible position in this emporium of 
manufactures, I am happy to propose the ever-increasing prosperity of 
this great city, and the health of its chief magistrate, the Mayor of 
Manchester. 

The Mayor responded, and this concluded the proceedings. 





BANQUET BY THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

On Tuesday, the 8th, the members of the Embassy, accompanied by 
the Mayor and Mr. Hugh Mason, the President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, visited the Exchange. As the visit was made about the 
time of high change, the building was crowded. The Japanese were 
received by Mr. Simpson, the master of the Exchange, and conducted 
to the platform at the west end of the room amid repeated cheering. 
The Mayor, addressing the subscribers, said: Gentlemen of the Man- 
chester Royal Exchange,—I have great pleasure in introducing to you 
this morning the Chief Ambassador from Japan, and he desircs me to 
express to you the very great pleasure and satisfaction he experiences in 
seeing such a large number of gentlemen met for commerciul purposes. 
He hopes very sincerely that the commercial transactions between this 
country and Japan may be largely increased. Atthe same time, he 
desires to express to you, as a body of Englishmen, the feeling of grati- 
tude he has towards us in England for the kind reception which the 
Embassy have met with ever since they put their feet on English soil. 
The Ambassadors were afterwards shown through the building. 

In the afternoon the Ambassadors were received at the Town Hall by 
the members of the Chamber of Commerce. The President after a 
brief speech, in which he welcomed the Ambassadors, presented the 
following address to Iwakura :—May it please your Excellency,—The 
Directors of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, representing one 
of the most important branches of our national industry, desire to offer 
to your Excellency, and the other members comprised in your Embassy, 
a hearty welcome to this city, They have observed with the liveliest 
satisfaction the friendly advances which your Government has made 
towards bringing the population of Japan into closer relations with this 
country, and they regard the presence of your Embussy as a guarantee 
for the maintenance and extension of the intercourse between the two 
countries which cannot fail to confer mutual bencfit. The enlightened 
policy of promoting commerce to the widest extent, and the free inter- 
change of products between different nations, has at all times, as your 
Excellency may be aware, had the warmest advocacy and support of this 
Chamber. The directors highly estimate the improved conditions for 
international intercours: Which your Governmeut has inaugurated, and, 
as representatives of commercj:| interests, the directors confidently look 
forward to a large increuse of ijyports into Europe of the rich natural 
productions of Japan; Whilst the skill and ingenuity which in so 
marked a degree are the characteristics of your countrymon will quickly 

lead them to @ full appreciation of what is excellent in our manufac- 
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tures. The directors feel assured that the Government and people of 
this country will at all times be anxious to reciprocate with your nation 
offices of friendship, and they rely with confidence on the good effects 
which will flow from the establishment of the Embassy as a direct 
means of giving effect to the friendly relations which at present exist, 
and which they fervently hope will be maintained, between the Japanese 
and British Empires. 

The CH1EP AMBASSADOR read his reply in his own language from a 
mannvecript roll. The interpreter subsequently read the following 
translation :—We, the Ambassadors Extraordinary of His Majesty the 
Emperor of Japan, in the name of our Sovereign and people beg to 
express our warmest thanks for this cordial reception extended to us 
and our suite by the Manchester Chamber of Commerce. Permit us 
to indulge in a brief word telling you how cordially we reciprocate all you 
have wished concerning the promotion of commerce, and the increase 
of friendly relations between our respective countries. We have had 
demonstrations of good feeling in public and in private, and with the 
knowledge thus gained of English hospitality we shall carry from this 
city some words that shall make you better known among our people. 
Certainly we shall all henceforth feel a more direct and personal in- 
terest in this sister island, and shal] strive for those ends that bind us 
more closely as friendly nations. If, at the same time, we shall suc- 
ceed in making our distant land more familiar to you, we shall be twice 
repuid for our long absence from home. Permit me again, on the eve 
of our departure, to assure you of our hearty desire for the good results 
that may be obtained through the interests represented here; and at 
the same time to thank you and the citizens of Manchester for all the 
evidences you have given of that good feeling which we hope may never 
be broken between England and Japan. 

In the evening, the President of the Chamber, Mr. Mason, enter- 
tained the Ambassadors and their suite to dinner at the Queen’s Hotel. 
Mr. MAson occupied the chair; and, after the health of the Queen 
bad been drunk, said he felt it somewhat difficult to do justice to the 
second toast. They were honoured with the company of noble and 
distinguished strangers from a far distant land, whose progress, since 
they left their own shores, had been marked by one continued ovation. 
He was tempted to trespass upon courtesy, and to speak of his guests 
as his heart prompted; but they had already had the language of 
panegyric to satiety. When distinguished men came among us, cha- 
racterised by that unaffectedness, that gratefulness of simplicity of be- 
haviour, and that manly naturalness which were so pleasing to English- 
men, language inconsistent with such qualities would be anything bat 
pleasing to his distinguished guests. 
eminent British merchants and manufacturers, he might venture to say 
in their behalf, and in the cars of their Excellencics, what grief they felt 
when they heard a short time ago that the honourable name of British 
merchant had been disgraced in the Empire of Japan. Behaviour such 
as he alluded to was felt in Manchester to be a stain upon the com- 
mercial character of a community who held that righteousness and 
probity, honour and fair dealing, were the highest characteristics of 
British merchants in every part of the globe. He hoped that such im- 
pressions as the conduct he had referred to had created would be for- 
gotten, and that their guests would leave Manchester with the feeling 
that they had been in the presence of upright and honourable commercial 
men. Though the empire of Japan hnd been revealed to us with a 
strangeness and suddenness like the awaking from a dream, yet the 
poone of this country had been deeply interested in hearing during the 
ast few years of the great transactions which had taken place in Japan. 
Even Japauese literature had found its way into Manchester, for he 
held in his hand a bo: k of Japanese lyrics, translated by a Manchester 
man, Mr. F. V. Dickens. He would read one ode, which seemed to 
him to be full of beauty and pathos :— 

“ The pleasing spring hath passed away, 
Now sammer follows close, I ween, 
And Ama’'s secret summit may 
In all its grandeur now be seen ; 
Of yore the dying ground 
Whiten’d with angels’ robes spread far around." 
He had been told by his Excellency that those lyrics were composed 
eight centuries ago, ata period in the history of that country when 
poetry, as an art, was comparatively unknown. We had much to learn 
from the Japanese; and he was always glad when he found that with all 
our boasted civilisation, with all the knowledge which sometimes made 
our countrymen appear conceited, there was something that we might 
learn from the visitors who came to us from distant lands. He propused 
“ Our distinguished guests, their Excellencies the Ambassadors of his 
Majesty the Emperor of Japan, and success to their mission.” 

Tae CHIEP AMBASSADOR replied: Mr. President and Gentlemen, 
—In response to the flattering address and complimentary toast which 
have just been propused, we have to express our thanks for the hospi- 
table reception we have experienced in this city. The flourishing state 
of your commerce and manufacturers, which we have seen, confirms us 
in our idea that the prosperity and wealth of a nation are greatly de- 
pendent upon the extent of its commerce. Therefore it will be our 
endeavour to use every influence with our people on our return to 
Japan to encourage commerce ; and by that means we hope to bring 
Japan to stand in the rank along with the greatest nation in the world. 
Then you muy justly be proud that you have assisted to bring into that 
rank a nation until recently one of the most secluded of the Far East. 

The CHAIRMAN then proposed, ‘' The Health of Sir Harry Parkes, 
K.C.B., our Minister at Japan. May his official relatiuns with 
Japan as representative of British interests be productive of an 
extension of the intercourse between the two countries.” Sir H. 
Parkes, in responding, said he first visited Munchester about 
xeveutcen years ago, when he had been sent home to announce 
the cunclusion of a negotiation which opencd a new country to 
our commerce, namely, Siam. In no part of England was that 
announcement received with greater ucclamation and more cor- 
dially than in Manchester. He could not now report the opening of 
@ new ceuntry ; but our relations with Japan had recently acquired 80 
much greater importance that it almost amounted to a new opening for 
commerce. In addition to the romantic interest attaching to Japan, 


Speaking in the presence of . 
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there was now this new one—that it was seeking a place among the 
commercial nations of the world. It would be difficult to find a better 
proof of the advantages likely to accrue from unfettered commercial 
intercourse than was afforded by the recent history of Japan. A few 
years after our intimacy with that country began, a part of Europe was 
struck with a disease calculated to produce a famine. The disease in 
the silkworm strock at the industry of Italy and France and materially 
affected some branches of industry in England. What happened? 
Japan was able to supply those silkworm ova of which the resources 
had failed in other parts of the world, and the peasants of Lombardy 
and France were enabled to continue their industry until,as was hoped, 
the disease came to an end. Shortly afterwards floods and storms 
destroyed the crops in Japan for two successive years, and immediately 
food was poured in from China and other countries, and many thousands 
of Japanese were saved from starvation through the agency of foreign com- 
merce. But more important still; many of our manufactures, which at 
one time were regarded as superfluities, or even as curiosities, now 
promised to become neceasities to the Japanese. He knew as a fact that 
Manchester yarns were an import of considerable importance, and 
which, in their laudable desire to improve their costume, they could no 
longer do without. On the other hand, Japan was well qualified to give 
us productions of great valuc, as silks, metals, and other things which 
we were quite prepared to receive. The liberal disposition of the pre- 
sent Government was shown by what had been done during the last few 
years. Since he Icft Japan, only a short time ago, the first line of rail- 
way had been opened. It was only a short line of about twenty miles, 
between Yokohama and Yedo; but it was as important to Japan as 
was the first line in England—between Manchester and Liverpool. 
Another undertaking was on foot which would link all the principal 
ports of Japan with Manchester and other townsin Great Britain by the 
electric wire. The Japanese were also supplying their country with a 
currency which in point of finish was equal to our own. Their coast, 
hitherto shrouded in fog and often beaten by storms that were a 
great terror to mariners, because they were certain as to the 
treatment they would receive if wrecked,—that coast was now 
lighted by a lighthouse system which welcomed the mariner and en- 
couraged him to enter. Many of these works had been carried out by 
British industry, as the Japanese had entrusted their construction to 
British engineers. A still further proof of the interest taken by the 
Japanese in the advancement of commerce was the presence of the 
Ambassadors in England. They had been much struck by the libe- 
rality with which everything had been thrown open to them. Thus 
agencies were at work which might enable them, under good guidance, 
to accomplish inuch more in a short space of time than otherwise could 
be accomplished. The Ambassadors would learn more than struck the 
eye. They would learn how much of what they saw was attributable 
to the liberality in all administrative measures, especially to such action 
as our Government had upon commerce. 
the best protection of our commerce was to leave it alone—(applause) 
=—to let it find its own channels ; and that all the Government had to 


do was to protect the person of the merchant, and see that he sustained 
In conclusion, he (Sir Harry) assured the Chamber of his 


no damage. 


resolve to give the utmost attention to the interests of commerce when 
he returned to Japan. 





DEPARTURE FOR GLASGOW. 


On Wednesday, the 9th, the Ambassadors and their suite left Man- 


chester for Glasgow, and on the following day they were enter- 
tained by different public bodies. 


number of the most influential gentlemen in the West of Scotland, 


the members of the Embassy were presented with an address on behalf 


of the Chamber and the mercantile community of Glasgow. In the 
address sympathy was expressed with the object of the mission of the 
Embassy, and a hope that it might bring about closer relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan. Gratification was also expressed at 
the improvements which had recently been madein the civil and social 
condition of Japan, and at the efforts to elevate and improve the con- 
dition of the people of that country, to develop its resources, and to 
cultivate intercourse with other nations. The address further expressed 
the hope that an acquaintance with the institution of England, her 
system of Government, and her political and civil arrangements, 
would be of benefit to the authorities of Japan in carrying ont the 
course of action they had commenced. On behalf of the Embassy it 
was replied that they were anxious to see closer friendly and commer- 
cial relations existing between their country and Great Britain. 

The scientific staff of the Embassy visited the Castle and the Museum 
of Science and Art at Edinburgh on the 8th inst. Accompanied by Mr. 
Henry Brunton and Professor Archer, the visitors remained in the Mu- 
seum the greater part of the day, and studied the objects contained in 
it very closely. It may be explained that this branch of the Embassy 
is more particularly charged with the duty of inspecting and reporting 
upon the manufactures of this country. In pursuance of this object, 
they generally precede the chief Ambassador and suite. All the members 
are, however, expected to be together in Glasgow this day. 

The Mayor of Liverpool has received a polite and courteous acknow- 
ledgment of the attention bestowed upon the Ambassadors during their 
visit last week. The Ambassadors also took thc opportunity of mens 
tioning their high opinion of the police arrangements, and of the effort- 
which were made by the gentlemen connected with the commerce of the 
port to make their visit pleasant and profitable.

At an extraordinary meeting of the Chartered Bank of India 
Australia, and China, held on the 9th inst., it was stated that 
the amount of claim against the firm of Gledstanes and Co. was 
£28,000, and that had it not been for that failure an interim 
dividend would have been declared. Messrs. F. W. Heilgers and 
W. Paterson were elected to seats at the board. A full report 
of the proceedings will be found in another column. The chair- 
man called attention to the usance of six months’ bills on | 
London against produce from India and China. Now that the 
voyage is reduced to less than two months by the Suez Canal, 
there can be no sort of excuse for buying bills drawn at a longer 
sight than Sixty or Ninety days. Six months’ bills assist toa 
great extent in keeping afloat such firms as Gledstanes and Co. 
long after they are insolvent, and the sooner Bankers refuse them 
the better. 

The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 

London, and China have issued their report, declaring an interim 
dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum. The report was 
published in full in our issue of the 17th ult. The meeting of 
this Bank will be held to-morrow, and that of the Oriental Bank 
on Thursday next. 
- The subject of the amended bill of lading by steamers via the 
Suez Canal has been already too long under discussion, and it 
will assuredly not be helped forward by the report of the Com- 
mittee of the Bombay Chamber of Commerce just issued. To 
call it a one-sided document would be to employ a phrase not 
strong enough to describe its bias to the shipowning interest. It 
is a piece of special pleading of the most transparent kind. 
Starting with the apparent conviction that there is but one port 
in the East—Bombay—it quietly ignores every other port in 
Great Britain except Liverpool. Thus self-satisfied, it proceeds to 
recommend a new form, in which the two points demanded by 
shipowners and resisted by the London Committee of Merchants 
are conceded off hand. The freight is to be made payable on de- 
livery, not after delivery, the practical effect of which, as is now 
well known, is that the freight is demanded and has to be paid 
before delivery has commenced, in point of fact before the con- 
signee knows whether his goods are really on board as shipped or 
not, Again, “ should the goods not be taken delivery of by the 
consignees as soon as the steamship is ready to discharge, they 
will be landed and warehoused at the port of destination at the 
risk and expense of the owner of the goods” —that is tantamount 
to giving power to the owner to bundle out the goods at plea- 
sure, and to warehouse them wherever he may think fit, as he is 
under no obligation whatever to notify to the consignees or to 
the mercantile community the arrival of his steamer with their 
goods. Now, this is not as it should be ; this is not what ought to 
be expected of the Chamber of a port like Bombay. But the cause 
of disappointment is not far to seek. It crops up in the first 
paragraph, and it flourishes in the last. The report starts with 
“the interest of Bombay,” and it closes with “Liverpool.”” Not 
what is right, not what is fair between man and man, in the con- 
struction of a contract, is once hinted at. In every line we are 
reminded of the valuable ship-consignments, which the members 
of the Bombay Chamber owe to the shipowners of Liverpool. No- 
body can serve two masters, and the Bombay Chamber are not 
unwilling to sacrifice the interests of shippers to those of ship- 
owners. In this selfish calculation they may find that they have 
acted shortsightedly. We do not believe that the merchants of 
London, who have so thoroughly proved their good feeling, whohave 
thought for the whole mercantile world, and not for one port, will 
consent to be thus arrogantly treated. As for our friends in the 
Far East—whose existence is superbly ignored by the commercial 
magnates of “ Duckland ”—we are quite sure that the Bombay 
“platform” will not go down in China, Japan, or the Straits. 

The directors of the Anglo-Indian Tea Company have issued 
their first annual report. They state that the operations of the 
year have been satisfactory. Out of the profits they have written 
£500 off the preliminary expenses and £500 off the goodwill ex- 
penses account, and they recommend a dividend for the year end- 
ing the 23rd August, 1872, at the rate of 10 per cent., leaving 
£982 4s. 9d, to be carried forward for future dividends or con- 
tingencies. _ With the object of extending the business, it has 
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been deemed desirable to increase the company’s resources by the 
issue of 2,000 additional shares of £10 each. These are offered 
at par to existing shareholders. 

At a meeting of the Board of the Anglo-American Telegraph 
Company it was resolved to pay the usual interim dividend of 2 
per cent.,on the Ist of November next, for the quarter ending 
the 30th of September. A similar resolution was also passed by 
the directors of the French Atlantic Telegraph Company. 

Mr. Augustus Sillem, of the firm of Messrs. Antony Gibbs and 
Sons, has been elected a director of the National Discount Com- 
pany, in the room of Mr, Alexander Mackenzie, who has resigned. 

The Great Northern Telegraph Company notify that the traffic 
receipts on their European lines, in September, amounted to 
£.131,972, against f.98,820 in 1871, and on the China and Japan 
line to f.98,490, against f.41,750. 

Bar Silver has again declined, and may be quoted 604d. per oz. 
standard. A few small parcels of Mexican dollars have come to 
hand from New York, and, arriving just in time for shipment to 
China, have been placed at the old prices, viz., 62}d. for the old, 
and 60d. for the new coinages.
